A hammer and tongs battle, with no quarter asked and 


none given, is rapidly taking shape in legislative districts 
throughout the state, as Governor Olson and members of the 
bi-partisan economy bloe in the state legislature prepare for 


@ show-down at the polls on bitterly-controverted issues of 
the past two years. 

With June 22 as the deadline for filing candidacy peti- 
tions with the various county clerks, Olson lieutenants are 
busily scouring the state in an effort to put a complete slate 
of candidates in the field against legislators on the Govern- 
or’s ‘‘purge’”’ list. 

Groups opposed to Governor Olson’s tax program, on the 
other hand, have launched a counter-blitzkrieg against legis- 
lators who voted for new taxes, including a number of the 
Governor’s staunchest supporters, 


The outcome of the battle, which will be fought out in a 
hundred legislative districts, stretching from El Centro to 
Yreka, is likely to determine the course of state government 
for years to come, according to political analysts. The econ- 
omy bloc, while safely in the majority in the senate, holds

Governor Olson is equally on the spot, however, for hav- 
ing started a ‘‘purge’’, he must either win vindication at 
the polls or bow to the will of the legislature. 

The Governor’s heaviest attack, he has indicated, will be 
on the following Democratic assemblymen who joined forces 


with Republican legislators to form the economy bloe and 
oppose any and all tax increases: Speaker Gordon Gar- 
land, Tulare; Rodney L. Turner, Delano; Earl D. Desmond 
and Chester Gannon, both of Sacramento; Seth Millington, 


Gridley ; Clinton J. Fulcher, Modoc County; Jeanette Daley, 
San Diego; Sam Yorty and Jack Tenney, both of Los An- 
geles, and Clyde A. Watson of Orange. 


The counter-attack of civie groups and taxpayers’ or- 
ganizations—aimed at legislators who voted to increase 
taxes—will probably be earried out on a broad front. 

Two-thirds of the contests, according to present indica- 
tions, will be decided at the primary election on August 27, 
with the successful candidates grabbing both major party 
nominations. The others will go to the polls for the second 


time in November, fighting to avoid being overshadowed by 
the main-event presidential combat.
